AS created by act of Legislature, March, 1819, now 

aver fifty years, and excepting Randolph, St. Clair and Galla- 

| tin, is among the oldest counties in the State. "The first Court 
222 held in the then new county, was holden in the village of Dar- 
win, on the banks of the Wabash River, in the extreme eastern portion of 
the county, and was presided over by Hon. WiLLIAM WiLsox, a gentle- 
man of great legal ability and judicial experience. Wm. B. Archer, Esq., 
was appointed and acted as Circuit Clerk, and ut the same time filled the 
County and Probate Clerkship, until March, 1820, when he resigned the 
office, and was succeeded by Jato Harlan, Esy., who respectively held 
these offices until Sept., 1836. At that period, Hon, Uri Manly was ap- 
pointed Circuit Clerk, serving until 1842, when he declined his further 
continuance in that position, and Newton Harlan, Esq., was appointed 
his successor, and held the position up to the first election of the Circuit 
Clerkship, by the people, occurring under the Constitution in 1848, at 
| which election ** Old Uncle BILLY ARCHER,” as he was familiarly known,

was again chosen to the office, and which he filled the alloted time of four 
rs. In 1852, Wm, P. BENNETT, Esq., was elected to the office, which

Robison and Col, Batt Webb, of Carmi, and others, and strange plead- 
ings and primitive doings were transacted in the proceedings of the 
Courts then held, and very many of theg@ourt records, if copied VER- 
BATIM, would furnish matter of profound amusement to the legal fraternity 
and the generation of the present day. 

The county seat continued at Darwin, until in January, 1836, when 
the Legislature passed an Act for the re-location thereof, and appointed 
Gen. Wm. F. Thornton, Wm. Prentiss and John Hendrix, of Shelby, 
and Charles Emerson and Wm: Reddick, Esqs., of Macon counties, Com- 
missioners, to select such place as they might deem most advisable for 
the interests of the resident population; the act itself requiring that it 
should he located on the line of the National Road. The Commission- 
ers after a thorough examination of all the surroundings, selected the 

present site.of Marshall as the future county seat; when in accordance 
! with the requirements of the act, Wm. B. Archer, Esq., the original pro- 
prietor of the lands, donated and deeded a large part. in perpetuity to the 
county, for the construction of a Court House and other public buildings, 
which being surveyed and laid off in lots, were sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the building of a fine Court House and Jail. Notwithstanding 
the location at Marshall, there were persons who were dissatisfied there- 
with, and who by their pertinacity succeeded in getting the Legislature, in 
February, 1849, to pass an Act submitting to the popular vote, a re-loca- 
tion of the county seat question. Several points became candidates for 
the re-location, and the excitement and interest in the result became pro- 
found, and finally when the day came and the vote polled, it was found 
that Marshall, the original selection of the special Commissioners, was 
decidedly victorious, and it has remained ever since that election, as it 
will probably always, the permanent county seat. 

Clark county is some twenty-four or twenty-five miles east and west, 
by about the same north and south; the south-east corner being cut off 
by the line of the Wabash River, Two-thirds of it is timbered with 
some of the heaviest timber to be found in Illinois. The soil is mostly 
called clay soil, and finely calculated for the production of wheat, rye, 
oats, barley and grass. One third is prairie, a fine corn soil; Union and 
Walnut prairies, in the south part of the county, being bodies of land 
equal to any of the best lands in Illinois or Indiana. ‘The resourees of 
the county are great, it being known that large bodies of coal and other 
minerals exist throughout its borders, and the time is close at hand when 
| they will be made available. Clark county is destined at no distaut day 
| to become populous and wealthy, and to make its mark in the niches of the 
great valley of the Wabash.

MARSHALL. 


The county seat of Clark county, is one of the most finely located 
towns in the State, and contains a prosperous population of two thousand 
orupwards, ‘lhe plateau on which the town is laid out commences at 
the Court House, on the highest ground in the center, and slopes just 
enough for drainage purposes to the four points of the compass; with 
little labor and expense it can always be thoroughly drained. Wm. B. 
Archer, Esq., one of the oldest and most enterprising men of the Wabash 
Valley, has resided upwards of fifty-five years in Clark county; he enter- 
ed the lands upon which the town is built, and gave liberally to build it 
up. He it was, assisted by others, surveyed, platted and laid off the airy 
wide streets, and the large public square, that gives Marshall a splendid 
appearanee, and when it is finely improved as it will be in future years, 
it will have one of the largest public squares in the State. ` [t would seem 
as if Mr, Archer, with an eye of the prophet, had foreseen the future, and 
profoundly planned for the comfort of coming generations, The wide 
streets and large lots, (to say nothing of the best well water in this valley,) 
will always make it a desirable place ot residence, The location is a very 
healthy one, being free from all malarious influences. Taking all the 
incidents into view, it is safe to assume, in a decade or two, that Marshall, 
as the county seat of the prosperous county of Clark, will grow in propor- 
tion, until it becomes one of the flourishing inland cities of Illinois. It is 
now wall supplied with churches, to-wit: Congregational, Presbyterian, 
Methodist Episcopal, German. Evangelical, Roman Catholic and Chris- 
tian, (or Campbellite,) all of which have comfortable and commodious 
places of worship. The Catholic church (not yet finished) is a very large 
and superior brick building. There are four public schools, which rate 
as very good. 

Marshall has been the residence of some of the most eminent and dis- 
tinguished men of the Wabash region, among whom may be enumerated 
the late lamented Judge Charles H. Constable, one of the most polished 
gentlemen and able jurists of the State, and Hon. U, Manly, an enter- 
prising and energetic business lawyer, who have passed away to live in 
the memory of many friends. There is yet living. Hon, Justin Harlan, 
one of the ablest jurists and lawyers in the Wabash region, Hon. Wm, 
B. Archer, now nearly 77 years of age, one of the most enterprising and

and who ought to have lived in his prime at this day and time, as but few 
men like him are to be found. The whole Wabash valley owes much to 
him for its improvements, settlement and progress. Hon. James C. Rob- 
ison, (now of Springfield,) the statesman and orator, who so long and so 
ably represented the district in Congress; and lastly Hon. John Schol- 
field, a lawyer of great eminence and distinction, and the peer of any one 
in the law within the bounds of Illinois. 

‘Fhe steady growth of Marshall has been assured by the recent build- 
ing of a railway direct from St. Louis to Terre Haute, passing by the bor- 
ders of the town, in addition to which another railroad from Chicago to 
Danville, Paris, Marshall, and thence to Vincennes, (and now under con- 
tract, from Danville to Paris,) will be built. It will pass directly through 
the town, and must tend powerfully to develop the wealth and resources 
of the town and county. 

A general summary of the trade will show that the business of the 
place is taken up, as follows: 3 dry goods stores, s grocers or provision 
dealers, 3 drug stores, 2 clothiers, 2 stove and tin establishments, 1 agri- 
cultural instrument warehouse, 11 attorneys, 4 physicians, 3 wagon mak- 
ers, 4 blacksmiths, 1 marble cutter and undertaker, 2 furniture establish- 
ments, 3 shoe and boot-makers, 1 bakery, 1 dentist, 2 photographers, 2 
publishers of papers, 1 billiard hall, 2 or 3 butchers, r fine flouring mill, 
1 large woolen factory, 2 watchmakers, 2 tailoring establishments, z har- 
ness makers, 4 restaurants or saloons, r wool store, r large livery, feed 
and sale stable, 3 hotels, &c. &c.; all of which, taking them in the aggre- 
gate, are doing a large trade, and which added up will amount to a big 


figure. Such are the prospects and business of Marshall at the present 
time,

SPECIAL TAX LAW. 


Tn lieu of licence, a special tax is now imposed on professions, trades 
and occupations. The liability to special tax depends, in many cases, 
upon the question whether the party MAKTS A BUSINESS of doing the acts 
specified. Occasionally acts do not render a person liable to special tax, 
but it is not necessary that the business should be his sole business, or 
even his principal one, to hold him liable. 

Farmers and gardeners may sell all products of their own farms and 

ardens in the manner of pedlers, without payment of special tax as such. 
Ko special tax is required for the manufacture of BUTTER Or CHRESE.— 
Farmers and others who FREQUENTLY furnish food and lodging to travel- 
ers for pay, should be taxed as hotel keepers, Occasional acts of the kind 


do not render any one liable, 


THE SUCCESSION TAX. 


The law also provides for the payment of a tax upon REAL ESTATE by 
all persons and corporations who become entitled in possession to real 
estate by reason of the death of any person, and by all persons and corpo- 
rations who receive a gift or distribution of any interest in real estate 


while the grantor is living.
